The commercial rivalry 
of great corporations, 
.Standard and the Roy al Dutch 
Shell arc still at It. 
Only la.st week the front page b ore 
rumors of new' alliances and new 
.'iiratcgies. Sir Hcnrl Dctering, Euro­ 
pean oil king, was to conier with 
Colonel Rob ert W. Stewart. 
Their

There is an epic quality In this 
.story of high finance and interna­ 
tional manipulations which is hu­ 
manized b y the factors of lifetime 
rivalries and desire for revcnse. It 
is the commerclftl epic of a commer- 
iial age—this persisterP fight whose 
front ignore.s international b arriers 
and the restraints of military fricnd- 
.'^hips. 


The world traveler has not gone 
far or ob served much b elore he b e­ 
comes conscious of this rivalry . It 
b ecomes an cngror-.sing thing to watch 
as one moves from country to coun- 
ti-y . The great Shell signs in red and 
y ellow are found in the deserts of 
Arab ia and California. Standard and 
Siiell filling stations are side b y .side 
irom Egy pt to Java. Since Standard 
IS an American company the trav­ 
eler falls into the hab it of consider­ 
ing the Shell organization “the en­ 
emy .’’

It.s only rival in the city 
is the Peace Palace founded b y An­ 
drew Carnegie. It quite b ciittles the 
palace of Queen Wilhelmina. which 
overlooks a cob b led street down which 
the traffic is forever rattling. The 
offices of the Shell compiiny stand 
m an open .site where a good ap­

Clean out the flower g arden and 
borders in the fall and do not wait 
for the urg e of the first warm day s in 
pring , If you would have beautiful, 
healthy flowers and shrubs, say* Prof 
H H Whetzel of the department of 
plant patholog y a t Cornell university . 
Most diseases of perennial flowers 
are caused by fung i which live over 
the winter in the old tops and leaves 
tha t are usually left to decay about 
the crowns of the plants. 
Even a 
thoroug h clean-up in the spring will 
not prevent the infection of the new 
shoots from these fung i. It Is neces­ 
sary to cut off the old plants close to 
the g round and burn them not later 
than October to destroy the disease 
carry ing tissues. 
Professor Whetzel cites three com­ 
mon perennials as examples of plants 
subject to diseases which can be con­ 
trolled by the fall clean-up. 
The 
peony , which Is seen in nearly every 
dooryard, is afflicted with the com­ 
mon Botry tls blig ht, a fung us disease. 
The spores which live over winter in 
the old stems and leaves g erminate 
in the spring and cause many of the 
new shoots to wilt and rot off at the 
base. 
Later, ants carry the spores to 
the developing buds and g radually the 
whole plant may be affected with the 
blig ht. It is not enoug h to cut off the 
tops of the peony in the fall to con­ 
trol this disease. The soil should be 
dug away from the crown and the 
stems should be cut off close to the 
new buds to remove all of the dis­ 
eased tissue. The crowns should then 
be covered with fresh soil from a n­ 
other part of the g arden. 
It is also 
important to remove the diseased 
shoots during the spring . 
Another plant which responds to 
the fall clean-up is the iris. 
Ins is 
susceptible to a fung us which causes 
leaf spot. This disease is so common 
that many believe it to be the natural 
summer condition of the iris rather 
than a disease. 
The spores of the 
fung us live over winter in the dead, 
diseased leaves and then g erminate 
and infect the tender new leaves in 
the spring .. Only watery areas are 
noticed a t first, but by J une or J uly 
the plants look as if they had been 
swept by fire.

J ud k ia l Pro g ress In Misso uri, 
*Tlic d ifficulty of effectin g reforms In laws 
ahd proced ure so as to accelerate trials an d 
4ake for soun d er Justice was emphasized in 
Uge jud icial con feren ce held in this city yes- 
t« rd ay. Two especially in terestin g poin ts were 
itiscd by the represen tatives of the trial an d 
^pellatc courts. On e was the fact, brought 
<4it by Jud ge William T. Raglan d , that man y 
oourts throughout the state have compara­ 
tively little to d o while others, havin g pre­ 
cisely the same fun ction s, an d whose jud ge.s 
paid the same salaries, are far behin d in 
Uicir d ockets. It was urged , an d soun d ly, that 
rtiere should be a legal system for the d ls- 
iVibutln g of the burd en s so that all d ockets 
^•ould be kept more n early to d ate an d so 
Uiat a more equitable d istribution of the 
labors might be mad e. 
Jud ge John Turn er White, chief justice of 
the supreme court, told the coun cil it wa.s 
"n ot bO d ifficult to fin d d efects an d recom­ 
men d their correction as to get the legis­ 
lature to act. Its members seem to thin k we 
arc tryin g to In vad e their preserves; that we 
sihould like to in terfere with their d uties." 
This is tellin g an old tale on the Missouri 
legislature, told year after year, in spite of 
chan gin g person n el in its membership. The 
supreme court is required to make recom­ 
men d ation s for the correction of such d efects 
as it fin d s in its practice. Its recommen d a­ 
tion s have been accompan ied by others, rcpre- 
:ien tin g organ ized research an d 
recon ciled 
jud gmen t of legal an d lay min d s. But the 
legislature, in stead of recogn izin g its espe­ 
cial n eed of expert ad vice on this importan t 
subject, has been hostile to it. 
Jud ge White said , of the .supreme court’s 
lecommen d ation s: 
"If 
it 
(the legislature- 
Cver has ad opted or even acted upon a sin gle 
on e of these recommen d ation s, it is beyon d my 
kn owled ge.” That Ls sayin g a good d eal. Jud ge 
White was ad mitted to the bar in 1882 an d has 
been in the law in this state ever sin ce. He 
was a commission er oi the supreme court. 
1917-23. an d wen t on the .supfeme ben ch in 
the latter year. 
It has been impressed on the people of 
Missouri in terested in jud icial progress for a 
lon g time that reform first must come in the 
legislature 


Nig hha tting to Be Pro p erly Punished . 
The German reichstag is con templatin g a 
measure un d er which an ybod y would be sub­ 
ject to a jail sen ten ce who treats an other 
with con tempt for refusin g a challen ge to 
fight a d uel. We have often (» n templated 
harsh measures with those who highhat us. 
But we n ever could get con gress or the state 
legislature in terested in passin g a law. 


A Questio n o i Bfieetiye Pro ced ure. 
Now that the Presid en t has taken a han d 
publicly in tarifl makin g by speakin g out 
on the flexible tariff provision , Sen ator Borah 
urges him to make kn own his position on the 
in d u-strial sched ules. Whether the Presid en t 
d oes so or n ot, we .should say will d epen d on 
which he con sid ers the more effective pro­ 
ced ure. 
The Presid en t has the right to ad vise con ­ 
gress on legislation , just as he has the right 


10 veto legislation . He might regard it as 
ad visable at this time to make public his 
views on a purely ad min istrative feature of 
the tariff meaure, but to withhold public 
commen t for the presen t on speciflc sched ules. 
Mean while con gress is un d er n o illusion s 
AS to his views. At least the repre.sen tative of 
the Pen n sylvan ia Man ufacturers’ Club, Joseph 
R. Grun d y, is complain in g bitterly that Mr. 
Hoover is “agriculturally min d ed ." 


The Ca p ita l's Sha ck s. 
It is good that the en d of the temporary 
war build in gs, which have so lon g been per­ 
mitted to mar the beauty of the n ation al 
capital is n ow actually in sight. A d ispatch 
from the Washin gton bureau of The Star re­ 
ports that the flimsy govern men t hotels in 
fron t of the han d some railway station are at 
last bein g d emolished an d that practically all 
structures of the same type will d isappear in 
the n ext three years.

HE examin ation of an old shlpwTeck 
on the shore of Mlselssagl Strait at 
the western en d of Man ltoulin Islan d , 
Lake Huron , d urin g the last summer, 
has again revived the belief that La Salle’s 
Orlffin , the first sailin g vessel an d the first 
wreck on the upper lakes of NorUi America, 
has been foun d . 
The wreck was examin ed by the late Harry 
O. Tucker, an tiquarian of Owen Soun d , On ­ 
tario. its spon sor, with a party of On tario 
n ewspaper men , me Milwaukee Journ al says. 
There are man y features of the wreck an d Its 
local trad ition s, whicJi, when coupled with in ­ 
vestigation an d stud y, lead to the con clusion 
that the wreck Is n on e other than the remain s 
of La Salle's pion eer vessel wrecked In 1679, 
Just 250 years ago. 
The chief historian of the Oriffin an d its 
voyage was Father Louis Hen n epin , a Flemish 
Recollet priest who traveled exten sively In 
North America d urin g the latter part of the 
seven teen th cen tury, an d in his book. “Voyage 
Curieux.” publi.shed in Amsterd am in 1704. 
gives a d etailed accoun t of the build in g of 
the Griffin an d Its maid en voyage on Lakes 
Eric. Huron an d Michigan . 
La Salle, the lead er an d prin cipal of tlic 


an chored at Washin gton Islan d at the en ­ 
tran ce of Green Bay. There La Salle filled 
It with furs an d started It back to Niagara, 
with a crew of six, to satisfy his cred itors. 


THE LOST SHIP. 
The ship n ever was sighted again . Two of 
La Salle's men who searched for it mad e an 
en tire circuit of Lake Huron without fin d in g 
a trace of the Orlffin . It was always La Salle’s . 
theory that the sin kin g was d ue to treachery 
of the pilot. Two hun d red an d fifty yeara 
have passed without fin d in g an y trace of the 
wreck.

Doubtin g if a large 
ed ition could be marketed , the Appleton s 
agreed to han d le the book if the author would 
furn ish the plates. 
These were accord in gly 
mad e in San Fran cisco an d shipped across the 
con tin en t. Within the n ext twen ty-five yeara 
probably 2 million copies of the book were sold , 
in mo.st of the lan guages of the civilized world . 
The sales con tin ued to this d ay. amply justify­ 
in g. 
from 
the 
publishin g stan d poin t, the 
fiftieth an n iversary ed ition of the book from 
n ew plates n ow issued by the Robert Schalken - 
bach Foun d ation , which is d evoted to the d is­ 
semin ation of Hen ry George’s econ omic d oc­ 
trin es.

Of these the sin gle tax thPor>% from the n ov­ 
elty of its presen tmen t, has attracted much 
the most atten tion —Hen ry George was n ot 
the on ly econ omist of his time committed to 
free trad e. It mad e its author famous. It has 
affected tax theories an d tax practice in man y 
parts of the world . The recen t policy of the 
New York City tax d epartmen t in assessin g 
lan d an d build in gs separately has been d e­ 
scribed as a first step toward Hen ry George- 
Ism. 
If it wa.s that, n o secon d step has fol­ 
lowed : an d the practice of un d eras-sessirf va­ 
can t pIot.s that yield n o In come has n ot been 
wholly stopped . 
Mr. Oeorge ran for mayor of New York in 
1886, beatin g Theod ore Roosevelt by 8,000 votes, 
but losin g to Abram S. Hewitt. He was to have 
run again in 1897. but d ied d urin g the cam­ 
paign , 
He will be remembered when most 
mayors of New York are forgotten .
